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The Purohase of Tools for the Navy Yard.
YsarnaoAr we published the report of the
sub-committee appointed by the Naval Com-
mittss of the House of u-upnunuhlluu ttn’
Investigate oertain oharges against the engl-
peers of the Philadelphia Navy Yard. Ju ige |
Kolloy was chairman of the sub- committee, |
and the repori prosenti the evidence upon
which he grounded his denunoistion of the
Engineer Cerps of the Navy in general, and
Chief lh;lnnr Zeller in particnlar, & fow
weoks ago, in the House. We hava now be-
fore us the report of the Board of Engineers
appointed by the Navy Department and the
report of Judge Kelley's committes, upom
whioh to make some estimates as to the merits
of the oase under oconsideration. Notwith-
standing all this display of testimony on both
sides, howevar, there are some matters still in
considerable doubt. Chief Euginesr Zeller
bas olaimed that the investigation of the snb-
ocommittes was partial, and that it did himin”
juatice; he has therefore appealed to the full
Naval Committee, and is now presenting addi-
tional evidence as to the judiciousness of the
purohases of tools xaade for the Navy Yard, |
and for the purpose of vindloating his own
integrity. We await the publication of the |
final report of the Naval Committee befors |
soming to any definite conclusion as to the i
marita of the oase.

The faots, as we have them, are that Chiaf
Bngineer Zeller purchased in New York a
pumber of second-hand marine engine tools |
in preference to purchasing new ones in Phila-
deiphia. He claims that the tools were bought
at & bargain, that they are in reasonably good
order, and that they are capable of doing
the heaviost marine eogine work as well as
any machines made. Judge Kelley's com-
mittes, on the contrary, contend that the tools
are old-fashioned, out of order, and suoch as
would not be admitted into any first-olass
maochine shop in the country; and they further
contend that Mr. Zeller did not allow the
Philadelphis manufactarers an opportunity to
oompete, and that either he or his assistants
fabrioated bids from those firms, so as to
maks it appear a8 if they compated in regular
form, and were ruled out on account of their
exoeasive chargea.

With regard to the merits of the tools, the |
gub-oommittes gives ms the testimony of |
Mr. J. Shields Wilson, superintendent ef |
Neaflo & Levy's Penn Works, and Mr. John |
Birkbeck, superintendent of Mesars. Merrick &
Bona' Southwark Foundry, six machinists
employed in the navy yard, all of
whom teatily in snbatance that the tools par-
ohased in New York are old fashioned, out of
order, inoapable of doing first-rate work, and
not suoh aa they would buy if fitting up shops
of their own.

On the other hand, the Board of Bnginesrs
who examined the matter by order of the
Navy Department present the evidence of
8 number of prominent machinists, who swore
that the tools wers mot antiguated;
that the depreciation from nse was not snoh
a4 to materially affact their efficiency; that
they were first-olase tools in every respect
suoh s@ they would purchase themselves, and
Shat it was judicious to purchase them in pre-
ferenoe to paylug a higher price for new onea.
The following are the gentlemen who testiad
80 that effect: —John H. Long, Chisf Eogineer
of the United Btates Navy; Joseph G. Harrison,
of the Arm of Fletcher & Harrison, New York;
Jeseph Belknap, comsulting engineer, New
York; Jaoob 5. Worden, of the firm of Marphy,
MoCady & Worden, New York; Thomas J.
Rowland, of the Continental Iron Works,
Greeopolnt, L. L; Jobhn Birkbeck, superin-
tendent of Merrick & Sons, Philadelphia, and
Sevonteen other leading machinists and engi-
noers of New York and other cities. In addition
to thoese, letters endersing the same views were
recelved from Messrs, Merrick & Sons; W. C.
Williamson, of Williamson & Brothers; T.
Wilbraham & Brothers, John Birkbeck, John
L. Knowlton, of the machine works at Second
stroet wharf, Philadelphia; Lewis Laws, of I,
P. Morris, Towne & Co., Philadelphia; Wash-
imgton Jones, superintendent of the same esta
blishment; Charles W. Bmith, No. 130 North
Third street; and Robert H, Long, of Grice &
Louog, Falton Works, Philadelphia.

In the report of the Board of Eogineers we
find the price liats of the various tool-building
firms set forth at lenglth and aworn to as oor-
rect by the mssistant engineers and the
draughtsmen and others employed in the
Chief Engineer's office at ths navy yard.

The only definite conclusion we have that

| able is that arrive at In this whole matter of

purchasing tools was conducted In a very
loose and unbusiness-like manner by Chief
Engineer Zeller, Hia sssistants awear that
they waited npon Mesars. Sellers & Co,and
Mesars. Bement & Dougherty at certain Limes,
and obtained prive-lista from them, statiog,
when they did so, that there was to be com-
petition in the purchase of the tools. The
firms above-named, however, according to the
report of the sub-committes, only considered
these transactions as the preliminary steps
to still farther negotiations. A misunder-
standing certainly appears to exist on this
point. The report of the sub-committes
further states that Messre. Bellers & Co. and
Bement & Dougherty positively deny that
that they were examined by the Board of En-
gineers as to whether they ever made competi-
tive bids for the teols in gquestion, aud pro-
nounee the conclusions of the Board to be false

and nnfounded. The Board of Engineers, on
the contrary, report that papers, which they
gave at length, were personally submitted to
members of the absve-mentioned Jfirms, and
acknowledged by them to be the prioce-lists ot
tools offered to Chief Engineer Zeller. There
appears to be some fall-ledged fabrications
somewhere on this point, and we hope that
the report of the Navul Committes will let wa
know who the fabricators are,

Complaints ars frejuently made about the
red tape in our public offives, but such a oase
a8 this shows the necessity and importanocs of
red tape. In all matters where the expendi-
tures of the Government are concermed, too
much care cannot be exercised to have all the
contracts, gpecilluations, receipta, exhilita
etc., set forth clearly and nomistakably in
black and white, and then if disputes ar'se
they can be settled withont much diffienlty.
This tool-purchasiog matter does not appear
to have been probed to the bottom yet, and
we hope that the next report we have on the
subject will give na «// the facts, without fear,
favor, or vurtailment, and in such a olear and
understandable mavner that there will be nmo
mistaking them,

Fhe Proposition to Incrense the Num-

ber of Assemblymen,
We are glad to motics that Mr. Adaire has
introduced in the Btate Legislature a proposi-
tion that the Constitution be mso amended as
to authorize an increase of the number of
Assemblymen to three hundred. The present
system is g0 lamentably defective that scarcely
any change can prove injurious, and there is
good reason for anticipafing beneficial results
from the propesed reforms. Legislation, as
now conducted at Harrisburg, I8 ordinarily
either a failure, a farce, or a fraud.

Ugeful business of a genmeral character s
Labitually neglected, and the ruling principle
of action is to do those things which ought not
to be done, and to leave undone those things
which eught to be done. Nine-tenths of each
gession is comsumed in the comsideration of
special laws or private bllls, and in these pro-
ceedings one hundred men in the House act
on business intereats of every desoription,
withount knowing or caring what is the real
nature of the enactments they vote for,
and without taking the trouble to
oppose any measure that may be
submitted unless s belief prevails that ‘‘there
is money init,”” or thatit may affect partisan
interests. Hundreds of bills are read only by
their titles, aud under this careless system
adroit managers, who conciliste wnfluential
members of committees, have little diffionlty
in securing the passage of any obnoxious
measure they choseto favor. If it is important
that the privileges granted in these multifa-
rions enactments should be bestowed, mno
woree mode than the one now employed conld

be devised to ooneider them, for it is
evident that they receive no ocon-
sideration whatever worthy of the pame;

that members vote '‘yea'’ or ‘‘nay’ without
an jutelligent comprebension of their own
action; and that they pass bill No, 8006 or de,
feat bill No. 12,945 from no better reason than
a desire to oblige a friend or fellow-member,
or from Aabscolutely base motives, Of all
patent plane for making laws, under any sys-
tem of government, this is one of the very

patterns, and they are generally in good order;
thers are some few repairs required on them
to put them in the best of first-class order;
the oost of putting them in order would not | |
exoeed $200; they are the proper kind of tools |
to select for & navy yard, and thelr purchase |
was judiclous, instead of purchasing other |
tools at greater prices.’’ Mr. Birkbeck stated
that when examined by the snb-committes he
was required to give categorioal answers, which |
did not elioit his full opinion.

Legialatare s burdensd have proved abortive.
As soon a8 ome olase of applionnts in disposed
of, others take its place, and there {8 a olironio
tendenoy to encourage theds applioations, for
the obrvions resson thst they bring grist to
the mill of corrpt members. Someibing may
be done by positive laws, or by constitational
amendments, to oheok this evil; bat it {a pro-
bable that an inorease of the number of mem-
bers of the House to thres hundred wonld
prove the most effective remedy, eapeoially if
this Inorease was accompanied by short ses-
sions and small salarfes., The best thiog ths
people oan expeot from a State Legislature is
that it will sot promptly and wisely on the
general appropristion bills and snch other
genaral legislation or business as may from
time to time be requisite for the public wal-
fare, and then adjourn. Three hundred men

conld emsily be selected, by small
oconstiinencies, from the immenge
bedy of good and useful oitizena

who wonld be willing to devote aunually a
month or gix weeks to the oconsideration of

turn away in disgast from the unintelligible
budget of buncombe and bribery whiok is now
manwfactured at the SBtate Capitol. The ab-
surdities of the present system wonld be more
glaring than ever If three hundred men in-
stead of only one hundred spent their time In
oonverting jargon they would not even llsten
to into laws, and itis soarcely possible that so
large a body would willingly consent to this
sell-stultifioation,

Mr. Adaire’s proposition embraces a proviso
that in apportioning the representatives ‘‘no
oounty shall be divided, and no more than
three connties shall be joined in the formation
of a distriet."” The last clauss of this proviso
we cordially approve, but we doubt the wis-
dom of the first. It seems to us desirable
that each member should be made responsible
to as small a constituenoy as posasible. Of
three hundred members, for instance, Phils-
delphia would be entitled to about sixty. It
would be a harardous experiment to eleot
that number on a general tioket, all the voters
of the oity voting for sixty candidates. It
would probably be better to regquire that no
legiglative distriot should embrace more terri-
tory than a single ward, and, if possi-
ble, to dividle the populons wards
into three distriots, so that esch candidate
could be personally known to a large propor-
tion of his constituents. In some of the popu-
lous connties of the State the oustom prevails
in nominating conventions of apportioning
legislative candidates to well-defined sab-dis-
triots. In some of the New England Btates
eaoh town or township elects at least one mem-
ber.  What is needed above all other things
in the Legislature is honeat men, and rognes
have a bstter ochance of imposing upon people
unacquainted with their private ocharacter than
upon their immediate neighbors.

Accormixa to the New York Sun, some of
the wards of that oity have formed or are con-
templating the formation of vigilance commit-
tees simlilar to those of San Francisco. [
this is the case, all the wise men in Gotham
must indeed have gone tosew in & bowl, New
York has long been in a bad way, but we can
hardly believe that anything can now justify
guch aotion in private individuals. In the
unorganized society of & new country, espe-
oially one laboring under the pecnliar disad-
vantages of the heterogeneous population at-
tracted by the precious metals, there may be
exouses for the more law-abiding citizens to
take the law in their own hands agaiost the
outrages of the utterly lawless; but no enemy
could utter anything half so derogatory to the
fame of New York as weuld be the truth con-
fessed by such aotion on the part of her own
oitizens.
